It also hap- 
pens that the public knows about those two fortunate 
incidents in the affairs of Mr. Mellon. But the pub- 
lic would not have known about them except for the 
investigation conducted by the Couzens committee— 
an investigation which is necessarily incomplete. 

Senator Couzens’ estimate that the oil companies 
alone have received through tax concessions the 


losses due tO enormous sum of $400,600,000 which the Government 


should have collected may or may not be accurate. 
That judgment, however, is the most reliable data

First Successful Sewing Ma- 
| chine. 


The first sewing machine built 
by Elias Howe, the Yankee inven- 
tor, was given a private demon- 
stration 80 years ago. Previously 
two Engiishmen, Saint in 17990 and 
Duncan in 1804, and Adams and 
Dodge, Americans, in ‘1$18 and 
Thimomnier a Frenchman, in 1834, 
had constructed sewing machines, 
but Howe’s machine was the first 
really practical invention of its 
kind-—‘‘one that sewed’’ and Stayed 
with the job, so to speak. 

He was employed in a Boston 
machine shop and worked out his 
sewing machines idea in his spare 
moments. Two months after his

“pirating’’ his invention’ and it 
seemed that the commercial ban- 
dits would deprive him of all his 
merited reward, but eventually the 
courts rendered verdicts in his fa- 
vor and he realized over $2,900.,- 
000.
